Dear  Mrso  Taylor: 

Your  name  was  listed  on  the  back  gover  of  the  "Ontario  History" 
a  quarterly  of  the  Ontario  Historical  Society,  as  being  secretary  of 
the  Prince  Edward  Historical  Society,  t'herefore  my  reason  for  writing 
to  you  at  this  time,   I  am  hoping  that  perhaps  you  may  be  able  to  help 
me  xd.th  information  on  several  families  who. lived  in  Prince  Edward 
County  long  ago. 

For  some  time,  I  have  been  doing  research  on  my  husband's  family, 
Bates-Iovmians ( Yeomans-Yoemans )-Oakes OOaks )-Cory-Secord-Culver ,  through 
which  I  have  learned  of  links  such  as  Bransccmbe,  Box-7erman,  etc*  In  the 
beginning  I  did  so  poorly  with  the  BATES  family,  that  I  began  vrarking  on 
the  Y0U14A1^S  (Yeomans-Yoemans)  family,  and  early  in  my  search,  I  was  told 
by  a  verj'  elderly  (now  deceased)  researcher  xcho  also  had  done  some  work 
on  the  Youmans(Yeom.ans-Yoemans)  family,  that  the  HAIGHT  family  was  con- 
nected somewhere  '/ri.th  the  "  Y"  fairiily,  however,  she  did  not  know  the  con- 
nection or  where  to  search  for  it» 

After  reading  a  book  that  I  recently  purchased  from  your  County 
Office,  titled  "  The  County... The  First  Hundred  Years  in  Loyalist  Prince 
Edward  ",  by  Richard  and  Janet  Lunn,  I  found  on  page  255,  a  picture  of 
BATHS KSBA  TABITHA  HAIGKT,  the  wife  of  JOHN  MULLET »   I  immediately  no- 
ticed the  very  striking  resemblance  betvresn  Bathsheba  (Haight)  Mullet, 
and  a  woman  who  is  pictured  on  an  old  photo  of  mine  that  was  taken  in 
I87O  at  St,  Catharines,  Ontario.   This  picture  of  I87O  is  a  group 
picture  shovring  four  women,  one  man,  and  one  child.  The  woman  I  have 
reference  to  could  perhaps  have  been  born  about  I830,  however,  I  could 
be  wrong  on  this  date  as  it  is  difficult  to  tell  the  exact  age  from  the 
old  photographs.,  nevertheless,  taking  this  date  as  possible,  perhaps 
this  woman  could  have  been  a  daughter  of  Bathsheba???? 

The  woman  looks  so  much  like  Bathsheba  (Haight)  Mullet,  that  I 
feel  if  she  is  not  a  daughter  of  Bathsheba ,  perhaps  she  could'  be  a 
daughter  of  one  of  Bathsheba '3  sisters,  or  the  daughter  of  one  of 
Bathsheba 's  brothers,  in  order  to  have  such  a  strong  likeness  to 
Bathsheba,  or  the  HAIGHT  family. 

Since  acquiring  the  above  mentioned  old  photograph  from  a  Youmans 
family  belonging  to  ray   husband's  group,  I  have  contin\ially  searched 
through  books  and  histories  always  hoping  to  eventually  see  at  least  one 
person  who  is  pictured  on  my  old  photo  of  I87O,  so  I  naturally  was  elated 
when  I  found  the  picture  of  Bathsheba  (Haight)  Mullet  in  the  book,  and 
could  not  help  but  notice  the  close  resemblance  of  the  two  women.

I  also  have  a  tin-type  of  this  woman  who  is  pictured  in  the  I87O 
photograph,  but  it  is  of  her  in  old  age  and  she  resembles  Bathsneba  xn 
old  age  too. 

There  is  a  reference  to  a  sister  of  Jch^  Mullet,  a  DEBORAH  MULLET, 
.Thr.  had  ma-ried  CONSIDER  HAIGHT  and  later  married  Vincent  Boweinnan,  un 
SgetlCls  Se  starting  of  a  manuscript  by  CANIFF  liUGHT,  and  on  i:^ge 
S^f  he  Mentions  his  uncle.  Consider  Haight.  This  ties  the  two  famxlxes  . 
together.  Caniff  riaight  mentions  his  sisters  Almeda  and  Anna  on  page 
421,  and  also  sisters  1-lary  Eliza  and  Ellen  Jane  on  page  423. 

VJould  you  have  any  information  concerning  the  families  of  John  M-ollet 
and  Bathsheba  (Haight)  Mullet;  also  those  of  Consider  Haight  and  nxs  wiie 
Deborah  (Mullet)  Haight;  and  the  family  of  Shadrick  R.  Haxght,  who  was  tne 
father  of  Caniff  Haight;  and  anything  additional  you  may  have  on  uanxll_ 
Haig>^t.   In  other  words,  I  want  infonr^ation  on  the  HAIGHT  fairalxes,  tnxs 
would  include  the  dAUghters  also,  not  just  the  sons.  ^  have  a  feelxng 
the  woman  on  my  old  photograph  belongs  to  one  of  tne  H^-IGHT  xamxlxes. 

My  husband's  line  comes  dotvn  from  Daniel  loumans  (leomans),  and  I 
have  always  felt  it  quite  possible  to  find  a  tie-in  with  those  of  the 
Bay  of  Quinte  area. 

In  working  on  the  CORY  family,  I  found  Elizabeth  (Cory)  Secord  had 
married  a  Nathaniel  Bransccmbe  and  was  living  in  Hallowell  To^-mshxp  xn   ^ 
the  I850's.  Nathaniel  was  a  Qualier  from  New  lork  Stateo  ilxzabeth  'vCoryy 
Secord 's  daughter,  Mary  Ann  Secord,  married  and  was  living  in  the  Bay  of 
Quinte  area  around  that  time  also,  however,  unfortunately,  I  have  been 
unable  to  learn  who  she  married.     And,  I  have  been  unable  to  learn 
anything  more  on  Elizabeth.   Am  hoping  that  you  might  possibly  have 
some  information  on  Elisabeth  who  married  Nathaniel  Branscoirfoe  and  seme 
thing  on  her  daughter  Mary  Ann  Secord  who  may  have  remained  near  her 
mother  (after  her  marriage  to  Nathaniel  Branscombej.   I  have  been  search- 
ino-  for  some  time,  but  have  not  found  anything  more  on  either  of  these 
women.   Since  Nathaniel  Branscombe  was  a  Quaker,  perhaps  xnformatxon. 
regarding  the  family  would  not  be  found  in  the  history  or  county  books, 
and  would  have  to  be  fo\ind  in  some  particular  book  on  Quakers.  CCuld 
this  be  the  answer. to  my  not  being  able  to  find  data  on  these  wom.en. 

Would  you  happen  to  kno'.;  to  whom  I  could  write  regarding,  information 
on  those  who  lived  in  the  Hallowell  Toxmship  long  ago,  and  also  to  whom 
I  might  write  for  information  on  the  various  places  where  burying  grour^ds 
could  be  found  in  that  township..

Dear  Dr.  Burleigh, 

This  past  week  I  have  returned  to  San  Francisco  from  a  lengthy 
trip,  part  of  which  took  me  into  Prince  Edward  County. 

While  there  I  talked  with  Mrs.  Harjorie  Thompson  who  later  said 
she  had  spoken  to  you  about  the  data  I  was  interested  in,   I  had 
hoped  to  get  to  see  you  on  Sunday,  October  1st  but  was  with  someone 
else  who  had  other  plans.   I  regret  very  much  not  having  met  you  and 
hope  it  will  be  my  pleasure  when  I  come  to  Prince  Edward  County  again, 
probably  about  19701 

Prince  Edward  County  was  a  fascinating  place  to  me  and  how  I 
wish  I  could  have  stayed  much  longer.   For  the  past  twenty  years  I 
have  been  working  on  genealogies  which  always  seem  to  take  me  back 
to  that  couhty.   In  1962  I  published  a  mimeographed  history  of  the 
descendants  of  Stephen  Haight  and  Matura  Hubbs  (whSch  serves  also 
as  a  history  of  all  the  descendants  of  William  Hubbs  and  Phebe  Bull 
of  Prince  Edward  County  as  Matura  was  their  only  child). 

It  is  my  hope  to  print  the  same  history  in  hard  cover  within 
the  next  few  years  as  I  am  collecting  more  and  more  data  on  Matura 's 
ancestry.  (The  Bulls  and  the  Hubbs) 

My  particular  desire  right  now  is  to  learn  more  about  Stephen's 
ancestry.   Enclosed  is  a  chart  which  explains  all  I  have  learned  so 
far  (very  little).   Incidentally,  after  I  left  Prince  Edward  County, 
I  visited  in  Elgin  County  where  I  was  given  many  old  papers  and  deeds 
belonging  to  Matura  Haight  and  Stephen,  also  William;^  Hubbs  — •  some 
dated  back  to  Hallowel,  1$07.   There  was  evidence  there  that  William 
had  some  means  as  he  and  Lucinda  had  lent  money  to  various  people. 
There  was  also  evidence  that  he  at  one  time  had  ordered  someone  in 
Elgin  County  to  foreclose  on  his  son-in-law  for  non-payment  of  debt  I 
It  was  there  I  learned  that  Stephen  could  not  v/rite  for  I  found  papers 
with  his  "X". 

Now,  if  you  could  add  anything  to  the  papers  I  am  enclosing  I 
qould  be  most  grateful  to  you.

1628:   SIMON  HOYT  came  to  America  from  Upway,  Dorchester,  in  the  county 
of  Dorset,  England. 

From  the  best  information  that  can  obtained,  the  laame  was  originally 
German,  and  spelled  as  we  spell  it  to-day.   In  Sngland  it  was  changed  to 
Hoyte,  and  in  England  to  the  present  day  the  name  is  spelled  thus.   It 
is  remarkable  how  many  ways  this  short  name  has  been  spelled  through  the 
years,  for  instance,  Hoyt,  Hoit,  Hoyte,  Haite,  Hoytt,  Hoitt,  Hoyet,  Hoyette, 
Hoyght,  Hoit,  Right,  Hite,  Hyatt,  Hayte,  Halt,  Hayt,  Haight,  Hay tee,  Haitt, 
Hieght,  Hoett,  Hawitt,  Hyet,  Hiot,  Houit,  Hyte  and  perhaps  several  other 
ways. 

For  the  history  of  the  ancestors  of  our  grandfather,  I  am  indebted 
to  David  W.  Hoyt's  Genealogical  History  Of  the  Hoyt,  Haight  and  Hight 
families  published  at  Providence  in  I87I.
